fairly normal life. We haven't 
shown that we can do this yet." 


Leading 30 scientists, the 44. 


year.old cardiac surgeon at 


Cape Town's Groote Schuur 
Hospital performed the world's 
first human heart transplant op. 
erationlast Dec. 3. His patient, 
Louis Washkansky, 53, died 18 
days later of pneumonia — the 
longest period man has lived 
with an alien heart. 
Barnard's 
second 
patient, 


Philip Blaiberg, 58, is recover, 
ing from his Jan. 2 operation. 
Indications are he will be per. 
mitted to go home in two weeks 


time, barring complications. 


"I don't think we've succeed, 


ed yet," Barnard said in an in. 
terview broadcast by Radio 
South Africa Sunday night. "I 
think that we have only so far 
shown that the heart can be 
transplanted and that in the 
immediate postoperative period 
this transplanted heart will 
function well." 


Barnard acknowledged there 


is still the danger of Blaiberg's 


body rejecting the new heart. 


We've not really come to 


grips with this problem in that 
our patients have not lived long 
enough. As far as we know the 
danger period of rejection never 
passes away. 


"The reason why we have 


hope for heart transplants is 
that we have certain reason to 
believe that hearts may not be 
rejected quite as viciously and 
strongly as kidneys are. 


Barnard discounted the use of 


animal hearts for human trans, 
plants at this stage. 


"We have no means to sup- 


press the reaction of the human 
body to animal hearts. It will be 
rejected within a few hours.." 


Barnard indicated he had not 


selected his next transplant pa- 
tient, adding he would first 
study the problems and difficul. 
ties Blalberg's operation pro. 
duced. 


"We will take the first patient 


that comes along that's ill and 
needs a heart transplant, wheth. 
er it is European (white) or 
Bantu (African) or colored (mu. 
latto), it wouldn't matter," he 
replied when questioned wheth. 
er the next patient would be an 
African. 


Barnard was obviously refer. 


ring to world reaction after the 
heart of a mulatto was trans, 
planted into Blaiberg in highly 


race-consclous South Africa. 


The surgeon said any man in 


the South African street could 
afford the costly operation be. 
cause it was paid for by the 
Cape Province administration. 
He added the cost of a heart 
transplant was probably cheap- 
er than a kidney transplant be. 
cause in the former less pre-op. 
eratlve care was necessary. 


Barnard said he was training 


other cardiac specialists to per. 


form the pioneer operation. 
' "There are surgeons I have 
today who are quite capable of 
transplanting a heart." 


Asked whether he would offer 


himself as a donor if the occa. 
sion arose, Barnard said: "I 
feel if I have a motor car acci. 
dent and 1 have fatal brain 
damage, I would be very glad if 
my family will agree that my 
heart is removed for transplan. 
tation."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


ate majority leader Mike Mans, 
field called Sunday for an end to 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
in an effort to persuade Hanoi to 
enter peace talks. He became 
the highest-placed administra- 
tion figure to take such a public 
position. 


The Montana Democrat, who 


has opposed a bombing pause in 
the past, said a New Year's 
weekend statement by the North 
Vietnamese foreign minister of. 
fered a possible sign of a 
change in Hanoi's stance on 
talks. 


The foreign minister, Nguyen 


Duy Trinh, said his country 
"•will hold talks with the United 
States" after "the bombing and 
all other acts of war" are halt- 
ed. 


Mansfield said that "now that 


the North Vietnamese have 
shifted from the use of the con. 
ditional 'could' to the positive 
'will,'" the United States should 
stop its bombing raids on the 
Communist country. 


Mansfield noted that Presi. 


dent Johnson and Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk had said the 
bombing would be halted if the 
North Vietnamese "would just 
give us one sign, one small indi- 
cation" of a willingness to ne- 
gotiate.

is an election year. A little more 
than the normal politics as 
usual will enter into considera. 
tion of bills likely to be Issues in 
political campaigns. 


This will be especially true in 


the House, where all 435 seats 
will be at stake in November. 
Only 34 of the 100 Senate seats 
will be on the line, but several 
Senators are available for high, 
er things, such as a presidential 
or a vice presidential nomina- 
tion. 


The House starts the year 


with 245 Democrats, 187 Repub. 
licans and 3 Democratic vacan. 
cies. The Senate opens with 64 
Democrats and 36 Republicans. 
Republicans are optimistic over 
their chances of picking up the 
31 seats needed for control of 
the 1969 House. It would take a 
landslide to give them the 15 ex. 
tra Senate seats needed for con. 
trol of that body. 


No major legislation is likely 


to be considered during the first 
month of the session, although 
some bills left over from 1967 
are ready for debate. 


The lawmakers will wait for 


three major presidential mes- 
sages before settling down to 
business. These messages will 
blueprint what the President 
wants in the way of legislation 
and appropriations and will out. 
line the economic state of the 
government.

Union message, is scheduled 
for delivery to a Joint session 
Wednesday night. Two others, 
the budget message and the eco.

+ If you are now building a new 


home or refurbishing your pres. 
ent one, seriously consider us- 
ing flame resistant roofing ma- 
terials, draperies and paint. 


•f Certainly find out if your 


fire or homeowner's insurance 
is up to date in terms of the 
actual costs of replacement 
today and in terms of the cur rent 
value of the contents of your 
home.

authority specifying textbooks, 
curricula, standards, and the 
rest 
of it—a dissatisfaction 


mirrored in the Bundy Report 
presented to Mayor Lindsay of 
New York a couple of months 
ago, calling for virtually auton. 
ornous school districts. 


No one now doubts that what 


maintains the majority of Amer- 
ican 
students in 
the public 


schools in the major cities is 
economic pressure. 
Let us 


admit that if the state were to 
give each child a voucher, on 
the order of what is given to 
veterans under the G.I. Bill of 
Rights, cashable for sum X at 
any 
accredited 
school, that 


there would be massive rede. 
ployments of children in alt the 
major centers of the United 
States. 


Once admit that such move, 


ments would occur, and the mind 
focuses on the coercive nature 
of existing arrangements. Lib. 
ertarian philosophers have been 
interested in the question for 
years. But now it isn't mere, 
ly a matter of the liberty of the 
parents to select their own 
schools: America isn't given 
to the pursuit of abstractionist 
freedoms at the expense of 
politically 
profitable 
egali» 


tarian principles. 


It is the dawning realization 


that everybody would be better 
off under a mixed system in 
which public schools remained 
—for those who chose to pa- 
tronize them. It is even sug. 
gested now by pedagogues of 
great reputation that it might be 
sound for the public schools to 
employ private contractors to 
teach the art of reading to in- 
dividual students aged four and 
five and six. 
Indeed, the day 


may not be far away when it 
becomes 
possible — one is 


breathless at the prospect— 
to advocate the voucher sys. 
tern, and take education away 
from the bureaucrats and the 
egalitarians and the politicians 
and return it to the teachers 
and to the parents. 
There 
are many first-rate 


public 
schools in America. 


But most of these have the 
characteristics of the private 
school. 
They are mostly in 


exurban areas, and are super, 
vised by committees of teach, 
ers and parents, reflecting am- 
bitious community standards. 
The students are well-disciplin- 
ed, 
academic standards are 


high. The preternatural advan- 
tages that inure to them are 
the ultimate affront on democ- 
racy.

paign all set," 
the candidate 


said. "I was going to go to 
Moscow and debate Kosyginin 
an American kitchen." 


"Say, that would have been 


novel." 


"And I was going to go to 


India and have my picture taken 
in front of the Taj Mahal." 


"R would have made every 


paper's front page in the coun- 
try." 


"And finally, I was going to 


Vietnam to talk to our Ameri- 
can boys." 


"They would have been glad 


to see you," I said, trying to 
comfort him. 


"Who knows?" he said. "I 


might have been lucky and got- 
ten shot at by the Viet Cong." 


"Even one hand grenade would 


have helped your campaign." 
"I also was hoping to get 


brainwashed by Gen. Westmore- 
land." 


"He would have done it for you, 


too," I said. 


"But now President Johnson

WASHINGTON — The 90th Congress, recon. 


vening for its second session today, has already 
chalked up some notable records. 


•f It took one day only to pass an appropria- 


tion to buy beauty equipment for the Congress- 
women's beauty parlor in the House of Represent, 
atives; yet it took 11 months to pass the OEO bill 
to alleviate the poverty of several million Amer- 
icans. The appropriation to buy hair dryers and 
curlers for the ten Congresswomen was rushed 
through Congress in the fastest time in history. 
The money for poor people of the United States 
was passed in probably the longest time in his- 
tory. 
•fit took one night for the House of Representa- 


tives to pass the Draft Act affecting millions of 
young men, all because Rep. Mendel Rivers of 
South Carolina, the alcoholic chairman of the 
House Armed Services Committee, wanted to 
rush off to Parish the next day to see the French 
air show. There was little debate on this vital 
legislation. 
-I-Twenty-one chicken-feed bills dealing with 


Indian reservations, picayunish land transfers, 
and Congressional pork were placed ahead of 
the antipoverty bill when that bill finally was 
scheduled for House debate. 
+ A bill to solve "crime in the streets" was 


sidetracked, partly because too many Congress- 
men figure the solution for crime is to print 
bumper stickers "Support Your Police" rather 
than pay policemen adequate salaries. 


+ The rent subsidy bill to help clean up the 


Negro ghettos was ditched because too many 
men figure that the solution for the Negro ghettos 
is to put Stokely Carmichael in jail. 
+ 


No gun control act was passed four years after 


the assassination of President Kennedy because 
a potent gun lobby has put the sale of arms, and 
private target practice, ahead of safety In the 
streets. 
This was part of the record in the House of 


Representatives, the Senate did better. 


When the President signed the antipoverty 


authorization over Camranh Bay and the anti- 
poverty appropriations at the ranch as the 453rd 
and last major bill of the recent Congressional 
session, it looked like a tipoff that the pace of 
the Great Society was being slowed to a walk. 
"First in war, last in peace," was the word 


flashed through government circles. 


This, was further indicated when HEW Secre- 


tary John Gardner griped to colleagues, on the 
plane coming home from the LBJ Ranch, over 
the way his money for health, education and wel- 
fare had been slashed to ribbons. 


As Congress convenes, however, it looks as if 


this tipoff was wrong. The President, in his 
State of the Union message, is coming back strong 
with demands that Congress give him legislation 
to solve crime in the streets, clean up the 
ghettos, provide aid to dependent children, pass 


a gun control bilU and protect theconsumer with 
a long list of measures ranging from truth-in. 
lending to clean fish. 


His success, however, will depend not so much 


on his own legislative skill, which is consider, 
able, but on two difficult, aimost insurmountable 
problems: 


No. 1—Age. 
No. 2—In the House of Representatives he 


doesn't have the voters. Too many Southern 
Democrats, scared stiff by George Wallace and 
wanting to avoid the LBJ-civil rights label, 
will vote Republican. 


In the Senate Johnson will do well. But in the 


House of Representatives he'll run head on into 
the fact that tired old men are in control. 


In the House, Johnson will have to depend on 


the leadership of kindly Speaker John McCor- 
mack, aged 77, once a virile pillar of the New 
Deal, now a minus quantity when it comes to 
giving real direction to the Great Society. 


There have been serious discussions among 


Northern Democrats about retiringMcCormack. 
The plan has never got beyond the discussion 
stage. 
Seniority is too sacrosanct. The Me 


Cormack opposition could never muster the 
votes. 
John will remain as Speal-er until he 


retires himself, and the President will have 
to limp along with him. 


The Democratic Leader Rep. Carl Albert 


of Oklahoma, once highly competent and en- 
ergetic, has suffered 
a heart attack, can no 


longer operate in high gear. 


As a result, the committee chairmen have 


taken power by default. They rule the House 
like the Chinese warlords who once carved 
China up into autonomous domains. 
+ 
The seniority system is about as antiquated 


as the 18th century inkwells on the desks of 
Senators and the snuff box which still adorns 
the Senate chamber. 
The Senate, however, 


voted for Senate reform, only to have it block. 
ed in the House. 


The man who is blocking it is Rep. William 


Colmer of Pascagoula, Miss., aged 78, chair, 
man of the House Rules Committee, with the 
power to bottle up legislation he doesn't like. 
For years Colmer voted for federal aid to ed. 
ucation for such impacted areas as exist in 
his district, while blocking aid for the schools 
of the rest of the nation. 


In contrast to the Democrats, House Re- 


publicans are led by vigorous 54-year-old Ger- 
aid Ford of Michigan, precisely because they 
were willing to throw out older leaders—first, 
Joe Martin of Massa ihusetts, later Charlie 
Halleck of Indiana. 


They have now a nucleus of alert dynamic 


youngsters who have ideas of their own. If 
they do not act only as obstructionists, as so 
many Republicans have in the past, the GOP 
could set a real landmark for itself in the 90th 
Congress.

flight from reality. Nor should 
the family doctor do it, because 
GP's, as a rule, have little 
knowledge of alcoholic diag. 
nosis (except acute) and less 
about prognosis and therapy. 


A psychologist-in-alcoholism 


or a psychiatrist is the proper 
person 
to apply the brakes. 


Sometimes, it is necessary to 
goad the drinker into imbibing 
more and when he is stupefied, 
sign him into an institution 
where alcoholic therapy can be 
started. 
If the pscyhologlst 


can win the confidence of the 
sick person, the work of fore, 
ing the drinker to face himself 
in a mirror becomes easy. 


Alcoholics Anonymous is a 


noble organization and has done 
much to sober the down-the- 
drainers. 
Bat some men and 


women drinkers cannot face AA 
and its Insistence that the mem* 
bers start by admitting that they 
are alcoholics and require as- 
sistance. This must be done at 
a meeting, publicly, and many 
an ill person has flinched from 
It. 


himself to admit it and seek 
help. 
He is a scared mule 


being shoved to a rickety bridge 
over a deep chasm, Mr. W. 
also said that there is an im- 
perative need for psychologi- 
cal assistance after the alco- 
holic is sent home. 


He requires a trained psy- 


chologist who can listen to his 
problems, his reactions to the 
harsh word of reality, the de- 
tected side glances of the fam- 
ly, and the fine mist of fear 
that freezes his heart.

toward centralization in Wash, 
ington of decision-making on 
domestic public Issues." 


While advocating federal tax 


cuts so that states and localities 
could increase theirs, the panel 
said it Is obvious the present 
state of federal finances would 


not permit full implementation 
immediately. 


But it recommended a begin, 


nlng In the federal fiscal year 
beginning July 1 with further 
steps when Vietnam war costs 
have eased. 
The GOP leaders proposed 


tbat at least part of me state 
and local taxes paid by an indi. 
vldual be subtracted from the 
total federal taxes due. 


State and local governments 


then could raise their own In- 
come or other taxes to absorb 
the funds mat otherwise would 
have gone into the federal treas.

Shaving too closely or against the grain may clip off 


whiskers beneath the surf ace of the skin. When the blade is 
dull, more pressure is needed to do a good job. The 
whiskers may be cut at an angle leading to sharply 
distorted hairs which curl inward. The result is an in. 
growing hair. 


Course, curly hair tends to curve back when cut and 


re-enter the skin. Electric razors are more effective 
lor this type of hair. An alternative is a depilatory 
similar to those used by women. Another possibility 
is to grow a beard — a popular accessory among the 
younger set. 
Now and then the cut edge of the hair is rough, so it 


gets caught by the skin and grows inward. Very little 
can be done when this happens, Cto 'the other hand, men 
soon learn which shaving method produces trouble. It 
is not wise to repeatedly shave against the grain 
in the neck area. Electrolysis is of value when in- 
growing hairs are confined to a small area.

INHERITANCE OF 


HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


Q. Is high blood pressure inherited? 
A. Blood pressure, like height, tends to be in- 
herited from both parents. It is not inherited as 
"normal" or "high", any more than stature is 
inherited as short or tall. Rather, children tend 
to resemble their parents in blood pressure as in 
other characteristics. Blood pressure tends to rise 
with age, and will rise more in some people than 
others 
Thus, the higher the blood pressure of 


the two parents the higher the childrens' pressures 
are likely to be and the younger the age at 
which higher than average pressures develop. 


PARKINSON'S DISEASE 


Q. What are the early signs of paralysis agi- 
tans (Parkinson's disease)? 
A. Spasticity manifested by difficulty in move- 
ment is perhaps the earliest sign of Parkinsons 
disease.

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SOCIAL SECURITY 
Important Improvements 
In Medicare Program 


By LEWIS EPSTEIN 
(Sixth In a series) 
Here are some 01 tne more 


important improvements in the 
medicare program under the 
social 
security amendments 


signed by President Johnson on 
January 2. 


PAYMENT FOR DOCTOR 
Medicare beneficiaries whose 


physicians prefer to bill them 
directly instead of billing med. 
icare will no longer have to pay 
the bill and get it receipted be- 
fore they can collect medicare 
payments. 


Under the old law, if the doc- 


tor did not want to submit his 
bill to medicare, a medicare 
beneficiary had to pay the bill 
and get it itemized and receipt. 
ed in order to claim payment 
from medicare. 
Now, begin. 


ning January 1, 1968, all the 
patient needs to send in with 
his request for payment is an 
itemized bill, even if he has 
not yet paid the doctor. If the 
doctor's office will fill out the 
bottom part of the standard Re- 
quest for Payment form, this 
will serve as the itemized bill. 


MORE HOSPITAL DAYS 
COVERED 


Beginning January 1, a person 


covered under the hospital in« 
surance part of medicare will 
be eligible for 60 additional 
days of care partly paid for 
by medicare. This is a "life- 
time reserve" that you can draw 
upon if you have used up to the 
90 days in a "spell of illness." 
During these additional days, 
your medicare will pay all but 
$20 a day of your covered hos- 
pital expenses. 


As before, a "spell of illness" 


does not end until a 60-day per- 
iod has passed during which you 
were not a patient in any hos- 
pital or skilled nursing home. 
When a spell of illness ends, 
you again become eligible for 
up to 90 days of hospital in • 
surance benefits. 
The 60-day 


reserve, however, is a lifetime 
reserve, and none of it is re- 
placed after you use it. 


SERVICES IN NON-COVERED 
HOSPITALS 


Also, the medicare program 


may now make partial payment 
of bills for treatment before 
•January 1, 19P8, in hospitals 
not participating in the medi- 
care program. 
If you had to 


pc./ a hospital bill because you 
were treated in such a hos- 
pital, it may be possible for 
you to be reimbursed, if the 
hospital meets certain mini • 
mum standards, i.e, it is li- 
censed as a hospital; has a 
full-time nursing service; and 
provides medical care under 
the supervision of a doctor. 


During the first year of medi- 


care some hospitals were not 
able to take part in the medi- 
care program, and others have 
not chosen to take part, for 
one reason or another. 
A 


special provision for payment 
in emergency cases helped 
many people, but there were 
some hospitals which did not 
qualify even under the emer - 


gency provisions. 
And some 


people covered by medicare 
and admitted to these hospitals 
when there was no medical em* 
ergency provision mistakenly 
believed that medicare would 
pay their bills. 


If you were a medicare bene- 


ficiary between July 1, 1966, 
and 
December 
31, 1967. and 


could not earlier get payment 
under medicare for a stay in a 
hospital that did not take part 
in medicare, ask the hospital 
or your social security office 
to help you apply for benefits. 


MORE BILLS PAID IN 
HOSPITALS 


Starting January 1, 1968, the 


medical insurance part of med. 
icare will pay the full reason, 
able charges of radiologists' 
and pathologists'services while 
you are a hospital inpatient, if 
you are enrolled for medical 
insurance. Under the old law, 
medicare paid only 80 per cent 
of the charges after $50 de - 
ductible had been met. 


Under the old law, if you were 


in a hospital or extended care 
facility and were not eligible 
for hospital insurance pay . 
ments—because you had used 
up all your hospital insurance 
benefit days, or because you 
did not enter the extended care 
facility within 14 days after a 
hospital stay of at least 3 days 
—services such as X-rays and 
laboratory services were not 
covered by either hospital or 
medical insurance. 


As of April 1, medical insur- 


ance will cover such services 
if you are in a hospital or ex. 
tended care facility. 
These 


services would ordinarily have 
been paid for as part of your 
doctor's bills if you had not 
been in the institution.
